SUPT. BEDELL 


Airport 
lawsuit 
in hold 
pattern 

The Romulus school board is 
awaiting a recommendation from 
Supt. William Bedell's office on 
whether to continue legal 
proceedings contestmg expansion at 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

The school board, along with the 
city of Romulus, and local citizens 
had sued Wayne County nd the 
federal government over con- 
struction of a new $20 million run- 
way at the airport. The county Road 
Commission owns and operates the 
huge air facility. 

A recent decision by the U.S. Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati ruled that 
controversy over the runway “is 
moot’’ now that it has been com- 
pleted. The city and schools first 
filed suit in 1974. 

Last month, the city and school 
system received a letter from 
Michael M. Berger, partner in the 
law firm of Fadem, Berger & 
Norton, Santa Monica, Calif., hired 
previously to handle the case. He 
advised both bodies to amend their 
original complaint “to ask 
restriction or abandonment of the 
runway and damages’’. 

Berger, in his letter, made it clear 
that the federal court ruling left the 
door open to further legal action, 
specifically restriction or aban- 
donment of the runway and award of 
damages. 

Supt. Bedell said on Monday he 
had referred Berger’s letter to Tom 
Schwarz, one of several attorneys 
retained by the school board. Once 
Schwarz has reported back to him, 
the superintendent said he would 
make a recommendation to the 
school board as to what course to 
follow. 

On the city side, Treasurer 
Beveraly McAnaily said Berger’s 
letter left the Romulus no choice but 
to continue legal proceedings 
against $he county over the airport 
runway. 

“When a superior legal authority 
such as the federal Court of Appeals 
specifically points out what the city 
can do to help its cause, then I feel 
that it is incumbent on us to take that 
advice,” she explained. 

Bedell said he would favor hiring a 
local attorney to handle the case 
rather than to deal long distance 
with a case of this magnitude. 

Although the city and school 
system originally were successful in 
obtaining an injunction from a 
federal District Court stopping the 
runway’s funding by federal monies, 
that court later dissolved the in- 
junction when the federal govern- 
ment amended its environmental 
impact statement. 

When the case was appealed to a 
higher court by the city and school 
system, they protested only on the 
grounds that the District Court had 
erred in removing the injunction. 

The Court of Appeals ruled sub- 
sequently that the problem of the 
runway’s construction is now moot 
in light of its being completed during 
the appeal process. 

The high court ruling stated it 
acted only on the plaintiff’s original 
argument, but that now they would 
seek other claims — restriction or 
abandonment of the runway and 
damages. 

Berger pointed out in his letter 
that additional proceedings could 
cost as much as $100,000 for attorney

Although police believe there is no 
connection, they have recently 
arrested several children believed 
responsible for setting several small 
fires at Lemontree Apartments in 
Van Buren Township, scene of a 
recent $1.5 million blaze.

“There are so many leads to follow' 
through on, including ex-husbands 
and ex-wives of tenants, and others 
w'ho had a grudge against someone 
of the apartment complex.” 

Price 
said no one has been arrested in 
connection with the blaze and no 
strong suspects have been pin- 
pointed.

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Sheriffs continue area patrols 


Mayor William M. Oakley has 
released contents of a letter from 
Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas reassuring the city of con- 
tinuation of contractual police 
protection services. 

The sheriff’s letter dated Nov. 26, 
1980, followed a letter dated Nov. 21, 
1980 from the county corporation 
counsel, George H. Cross, notifying 
Romulus that the county was ter- 
minating police services by the 
sheriff as of Jan. 31, 1981. 

Lucas’ letter, addressed to Mary 
Ann Banks, council chairman, read: 
“This letter is to inform you and the 
members of the Romulus City 
Council of my position as it relates to 


the continuation of police services to 
your city. 

“First of all, it is my position that 
a valid contract for police services is 
now, and has been in effect between 
the city, the Board of Com- 
missioners and myself. 

“Section (6.1) of the contract 
provides for a year to year con- 
tinuation, if a new contract does not 
replace the original contract; fur- 
ther, Section (6) provides for a one 
year termination notice to be given. 
Based upon these two provisions and 
the duties of my office as prescribed 
by the Constitution and laws of the 
State, I have decided to appeal the 
Board of Commissioners’ decision to 


terminate the law enforcement 
contract. 

“I wish to also assure you that no 
matter what the outcome, I will not 
allow the citizens of Romulus to go 
without police protection. 

“In closing, I want to thank you 
and your council for your support 
over the past nine years.” 

Council two weeks ago voted to 
have written assurance from Lucas 
on continuation of police protection 
put into local and downtown 
newspapers and read on area readio 
and television stations. At that time, 
the sheriff’s aide told council ver- 
bally of his intentions to keep public 
services in Romulus. 


Notice of temrination of police 
services from the Board of Com- 
missioners came after that body 
recently approved a reduced budget 
for the county that eliminated the 
sheriff’s patrol and investigation 
services. 

Those services included con- 
tractual police protection to 
Romulus and the townships of 
Plymouth and Brownstown and non- 
contractual police services to the 
unincorporated areas of western 
Wayne County, including Sumpter 
and Van Buren Townships. 

Lucas has retained private legal 
counsel and said he intends to fight 
the county Board of Commissioners 
in the courts.

Condemned houses and buildings 
purposely burned down by the 
Romulus Fire Dept, are providing 
important and invaluable training 
for firefighters when they meet the 
real thing. 

Fire Chief John Wilhide com- 
mented, “The experience gained by 
firemen in seeing how fires are set, 
how' they progress, and how they are 
best put out provides excellent 


background for the future. ’ ’ 

The one to two buildings burned 
down each year by the local fire 
department are part of the over-all 
training given firemen who take the 
66-hour certification course even- 
tually taken by Wilhide’s volunteer 
firemen. 

Before the fire chief can burn 
down a condemned structure, he 
must get a permit from the Wayne 


County Air Pollution Bureau and 
approval from the state Firefighters 
Training Council. 

The course is taught by a state 
certified instructor from Detroit 
who is paid either by the city or the 
firefighters council, Wilhide said. 

On a recent Sunday, two con- 
demned houses were torched. Cost 
of destroying them by fire is much 
cheaper than tearing them down, 
said the fire chief. 

Also considered an important 
phase of the training course for 
certification, Wilhide emphasized, is 
the opportunity for firefighters to 
use and become familiar with “air 
packs”. 

Firemen learn to breathe 
oxygenated air for up to 30 minutes 
while engaged in fighting blazes in 
confined spaces filled with toxic and 
poisonous gases generated from 
many of today’s new vinyl and 
plastic materials. 

“Firemen who become familiar 
with breathing through the air packs 
will not panic when they are forced 
to use them in fighting a real fire,” 
explained Wilhide. 

The fire chief said the training 
program has been going on for all of 
the 20 years he has served on the 
local fire department. 

In assessing his department’s 
efficiency, Wilhide said he would 
rate them tops. Of 48 volunteers now 
working on the fire department, 33 
and himself are certified and more 
are in the process of becoming 
certified. 

At full complement, the Romulus 
Fire Dept, has 53 volunteer firemen, 
and five dispatchers, a secretary 
and the chief who are salaried.

A 20-year-old Detroit man was 
killed instantly in a freak accident 
Thursday afternoon at a Romulus 
industrial location.

Goldman decided to use the hi-lo lift 
vehicle After loading the cardboard 
on the lift, Goldman drove outside of 
the garage toward the^rear 

The detective said the hi-lo, 
traveling at a higher rate of speed 
than necessary, drove off the 
asphalt onto loose gravel, and tipped 
over on its left side. 

Goldman was thrown off the 
vehicle and the protective rollbars 
on the top of the ho-lo came down on 
the driver’s head, killing him in- 
stantly. x

There are several factors 
which can and doeffect exposure. 

Let’s look at these factors and 
see how they work together to 
produce a good exposure: In- 
tensity of Illumination. Color of 
Illumination ; Reflective power of 
the subject; Film speed; Color 
sensitivity of film; Brightness 
range of scene and Light 
reflected on the scene by 
surroundings. 

To obtain the proper shutter 
and aperture we must evaluate 


all these factors accurately. 

In examining the factors ef- 
fecting exposure, it can be seen 
that the intensity of the 
illumination and the reflective 
power of the subject will combine 
to produce the intensity of light 
reaching the film 

The color sensitivity of the film 
you are using will effect proper 
exposure 

For example, a film that is 
more sensitive to blue will be 
faster in daylight, whereas in 


artificial light this would not be 
true., 

The light that is reflected on the 
scene by its surroundings should 
be taken into consideration when 
looking for that proper exposure. 
For example, a brightly lit wall 
will reflect into shadows a dark 
blue. Cloudless skies will produce 
a darker shadow' than a pale, 
hazy sky that scatters and 
reflects light back into the 
shadows.

Pets are often given as gifts for 
Christmas. Some of these gifts 
are very unusual. 

Caution must be used in 
selecting these exotic pets for the 
safety and well being of both the 
pet and the recipient. 

Skunks and raccoons are cute 
when young, however, many 
times as these animals mature 
they revert to a more wild 
demeanor, especially during the 
breeding seasons. 

They require more attention 
and affection to remain “tame” 
than a dog or cat. 

Even with this attention, they 
may not be easy to handle. Their 
nutritional needs are more 
specialized than dogs and cats 


and a variety of food must be 
offered to avoid nutritional 
deficiencies. 

Skunks and raccoons are 
susceptible to both dog and cat 
viruses and need to be vaccinated 
for them Wild skunks and rac- 
coons may carry rabies and 
should NEVER be made into 
pets. If you attempt to keep a 
store bought skunk or raccoon 
and it does not make a good pet, 
you will have a hard time finding 
ita home. Zoos will not take them 
and other people will not want 
them for the same reasons you 
don’t. 

To release them into the wild is 
cruel because they would not be 
able to take care of themselves, 
either dying of starvation or 
falling prey to other animals. 

A decision now' of not making a 
wild animal a pet may prevent a 
sad. difficult decision in the 
future. 


Turtles, snakes, and reptiles 
are attractive pets to some 
people. 

Usually these animals cannot 
bite hard enough to cause serious 
injury. The main problems 
people are faced with while 
keeping these animals as pets are 
bad housing, lighting, tem- 
perature, and nutrition. 

These animals may live for 
long periods of time in sub- 
standard conditions before dying

“I testified to the members of the 
Labor Committee on the recent 
tragedy in Garden City when young 
Gregory Hill was killed during a 
late night gas station robbery,’’ 
Keith said “The committee 
members were very sympathetic to 
the concerns I raised on behalf of the 


community and unanimously voted 
to report H.B. 5190 to the House 
floor.” 

H.B. 5190 would establish a 
prohibitive penalty structure so 
owners of late night gas stations and 
other proprietors of dangerous work 
settings will think twice about 
violating laws governing employed 
minors, according to Keith. 

“I look forward to quick action in 
the House on this legislation, so we 
can transmit H.B. 5190 to the Senate 
for their prompt consideration and 
eventual enactment,” Keith added.

Thieves steal truck 
loaded with meats 


The high price of meat these days 
apparently prompted the theft of a 
truck and trailer last week from a 
truck stop in Romulus. 

So, when the truck was recovered 
three days later at another truck 
stop on 1-94 near Dexter, Mich., the 
meat — $60,000 worth wholesale — 
was missing. 

Investigation by Det. Frank 
Burton of the vVayne County 
Sheriff’s Dept, disclosed that the 
driver of the truck, Earl Kowalski of 
Inkster, was bringing up the load of 
frozen meat from Iowa for Cargo, 
Inc. 

Burton said Kowalski parked the 
truck at a truck stop at Van Bom 
and Middlebelt roads, Romulus, 
about 9 a m. Monday of last week. 


When he returned about 6 a m. on 
the following day, the truck was 
gone. Burton said. 

Alerted by the promise of a $2,000 
reward by the trucking company, a 
truck driver notified Washtenaw 
County police that a truck answering 
the description of the stolen vehicle 
was at 1-94 and Baker near Dexter, 
Burton reported. 

When found, the truck was still 
running. Burton explained that 
thieves had hot-wired the truck, 
were unable to turn it off when they 
abandoned it. and left it running. 

The load of stolen meat 
represented $38,893 in rolled beef 
roasts, said the detective. Burton 
said investigation into the case is 
continuing.

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SHARE: high-schoolers find jobs 


State-funded project hopes to relieve unemployment

Employers looking for new env 
ployees and high schoolers looking 
for jobs have a mutual friend, 
thanks to the state-funded Project 
SHARE. 

The project, coordinated bv Jim 
Dehullu of the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District, serves 
as a job placement service 
matching up qualified high school 
students with prospective em- 
ployers 

In operation since Oct 1. the 
project serves eight school districts 
and one private, non-profit agency 
and is deeply entrenchei^n the age 
of computers. 


Project SHARE provides job 
listings lor the Garden City, Livonia, 
North Dearborn Heights. Plymouth- 
Canton, RorrfUlus. Taylor, Van 
Bunen and Wayne Westland school 
districts and the Growth Works, the 
private agency. Inkster schools are 
expected to participate in SHARE in 
the near future 

Rinding in the amount of $79.70f> is 
ix’ing provided by the State Bureau 
of Employment and Training for one 
year. 

Utilizing a computer, located at 
the Wayne County Intermediate 
School District in Wayne, the par- 
ticipating school districts utilize 
existing MOIS terminals and 
printers to add or delete johs from 
the master placement file. 


As Dehullu explained it: A high 
school, contacted by an interested 
employer, has 72 hours after taking 
a job order to fill it with a qualified 
student from that school If unable 
to, the job order will be fed into the 
computer, opening up the job to the 
other participating schools. 

As the jobs are filled they are 
closed out in the computer, and as 
new jobs become available they are 
added 

During October SHARE listed 
about 131 jobs currently available to 
high school students. 

But according to Dehullu. the 
recession is making it slow going for 
a fledgling Project SHARE. 

“Most of the jobs the high schools 
gel are Idled within the 72 hours, and 


there aren't that many jobs coming 
in with the recession." Dehullu said 
According to Dehullu. the key to 
making Project SHARE work is 
getting a lot of good jobs in the file 
to make it worthwhile to use." Once 
that is accomplished and a few bugs 
are worked out of system, he hopes 
to expand the program to even more 
school districts 

Were looking for job listings 
from employers," Dehullu readily 
admits “We have no problem 
getbng clients " 

Dehullu has three main reasons 
why employers should take a closer 
look at Project SHARE — there is no 
fee for the service; the employer can 
save on advertising costs; and the 
clients are screened before being

Foster 
homes 
and TLC 

BY KAY DeBORD 
There are some teens 
ait there that need a 
foster home and a lot of 
tender, loving care 
(TLC) tempered with 
some caring discipline, 
according to Arthur 
Cooper, foster parent 
recruiter for the Out 
Wayne County Youth 
Services Coalition, 
headquartered in 
Inkster. 

Cooper, a “caring” 
person himself, is 
• concerned over the lack 
of available homes for 
the youths that come to 
him — not delinquent, 
just kids with problems 
at home that they are 
running away from. 

The runaways at 
Counterpoint are vic- 
tims of situations that 
can happen in any 
family — and Cooper 
points out that the stress 
of the current em- 
ployment situation has 
created tensions and 
problems that have in 
some cases reflected on 
the family and these 
young people ranging in 
age from 12 to 17 need a 
secure home situation 
that can help them 
before it’s too late. 

Cooper has told his 
story and made his plea 
on TV and radio and is 
anxiously awaiting 
response to his appeal 
for foster home care for 
his “kids.” 

There is no financial 
obligation on the part of 
the foster parents, there 
is no age limit on the 
foster parents — all that 
is asked is a home 
evaluation for licensing 
requirements and some 
required training in the 
foster parent program, 
according to Cooper. 
This provides skills and 
information to benefit 
the foster parent. 

Foster parents can be 
married or single and 
are asked only to have 
adequa te space 
available to house a 
youth or youths. 

The foster parents are 
paid $7 a day to cover 
food and housing, and 
other expenses are met 
by the parents or the 
agency. 

The young people 
must attend school and 
are provided with 
transportation to a job, 
if they have one, by the 
agency, Cooper said. 

The young people in 
the Youth Services 
Coalition are referred to 
the agency by police, 
schools, churches, civic 
and social programs, 
and the agency is in 
constant contact w r ith 
the youths and provides 
the necessary coun- 
seling. 

The counseling is 
needed because the 
runaway or young 
person brought to the 
attention of the agency 
is mentally or 
physically abused, the 
victim of unrealistic 
expectations on the part 
of parents and others or 
a breakdown in family 
communication. 

The agency considers 
the foster parent ad 
junct staff members 
who are an important 
part of the youth sup- 
port team 

Those interested in 
additional information 
on Die program are 
asked to contact the 
Foster Care unit at 729- 
9790 during business 
hours. 

In the meantime, 
there are some young 
people hoping that they 
will have a ”home“ for 
Christmas.

Death of 
a Beat/e 


They called themselves the “Beatles”, and during the 
maelstrom of the sixties they were as controversial as the Viet 
Nam War. 

But, the four young shaggy-haired men from Liverpool sang 
about love and “Hands Across the Water” and “I Want to Hold 
Your Hand’ , “Hard Day’s Night” and many, many, many more. 

And the Beatles became a part of our life. 

Now, one of them, John Lennon, is gone, slain by a deranged fan 
who only a few hours before he killed this musical genius had 
asked him for his autograph. 

The senseless killing 'of famed Beatle John Lennon Monday 
night in New York City is the latest indication of how sick our 
American society has become. 

The facts are not in as to why the renowned member of the 
group that created a whole new world of music for millions of 
faithful followers around the globe was slain. 



Initial police reports stated "that Lennon's killer, a 25 -year-old 
free-lance photographer from Hawaii, had trailed the musician to 
his luxury apartment and had waited several hours for an op- 
portunity to pump five bullets into him at close range.

State of county affairs

Wayne County government, and the Board of 
Commissioners in particular, have been criticized 
from many quarters in recent years because of 
ongoing financial problems. 

Charges of poor management have been leveled 
against the Board of Commissioners, especially by 
the news media, which has not always looked 
below the surface to really learn the facts. Let’s do 
just that — look at the facts: 

Had Wayne County’s State Equalized Value 
(SEV) increased at the same rate as the Con- 
sumer Price Index (CPI), the County would have 
collected an additional $21.7 million in the 1978-79 
budget year just ended, if the County’s SEV had 
increased at the same rate as the CPI, we would 
have collected another $25.5 million, which would 
have left us with a surplus (the $19 million deficit 
has been rolled into the new 1980-81 budget year 
just starting). 

The SEV is the t — is on which property is taxed, 
at 50 percent of true market value. The CPI 
compares the costs of goods and services as in- 
creased by inflation. From 1970 to 1978, the CPI 
had increased 65.33 percent in the Wayne County 
area — and in 1979 had increased to 86.37 percent. 
Compare this to the SEV increase for Wayne 
County from 1970 to 1979 — 43.36 percent, and in 
1980 to 57.62 percent. The SEV for the rest of the 
State of Michigan, and particularly for the 
counties in the SEMCOG (Southeastern Michigan 
Council of Governments) area, has increased 
astronomically in comparison to Wayne County:

Another interesting comparison is the value of 
the U S. dollar, using 1958 as the base: 

1958 - $1.00 value 1978- .454 

1970 - .715 value 1930 - .3825 

Inasmuch as 85-90 percent of county services are 
MANDATED by either the State Constitution, 
State Statutes, court orders or arbitration awards 
— it is virtually impossible to balance a budget 
w v : costs have increase almost 50 percent over 
income. 

Recent laws passed by the Michigan Legislature 
have also severely curtailed Wayne County in- 
come: Act 198 of 1974, the Industrial Facilities Tax 
Exemption Act; Act 197 of 1975, the Detroit 
Downtown Development Act; and Act 255 of 1978, 
the Commercial Facilities Tax Exemption Act. 
These acts allow cities to abate varying per- 
centages of taxes on new construction or on 
renovated properties for several years. This ac- 
tion by the cities also abates the county’s share of 
these same taxes, although the county has NO 
VOICE in whether or not it agrees. Granted, it is 
vitally important to retain industries and attract 
new ones, but the county has lost approximately $5 
million in tax revenues since 1974 — and HALF OF 
THAT AMOUNT IN THIS YEAR ALONE! 
Although school districts taxes are also abated, 
the state does reimburse them if they are formula 
districts. The State has the income tax and the 
single business tax to pick up the slack, and 
Detroit also has an income tax to help pick up 
some of the loss — but the county takes it in the 
neck, for we are at our maximum tax rate allowed 
without a vote of the people. 

Although county reorganization is badly needed, 
the law passed by the legislature does not allow 
the Charter Commission to really reform the 
government. Of the nine officials elected coun- 
tywide (County Clerk, Prosecutor, Treasurer, 
Sheriff, Register of Deeds, Drain Commissioner 
and three Auditors) only the Auditors can be 
eliminated by the Charter Commission. The

End of 
an era

They started out as a bunch of poor kids 
who loved music and who packed a lot of 
ideas in their music. And they had a unique 
way of presenting their songs. 

And, if you were over 30, you cringed at 
the loud, high-pitched and what we adults 
in the sixties felt was “silly” music. The 
Beatles were just too much for us. 

But the teen generation listened, as 
they usually do. They listened to the 
Beatles and they shouted and screamed 
as other generations before them did to 
Rudy Vallee, Bing Crosby and Frank 
Sinatra. 

Whether you accepted the four lads from 
Liverpool — John Lennon, Paul Mc- 
Cartney. George Harrison and Ringo Starr 
— or not. they were undeniably among the 
greatest influences in our lives in that 
decade w hich no historian has been able to 
label properly — the sixties. 

These young men with their shaggy 
haircuts and English accents invaded the 
States and the world and won our hearts. 

The message they brought over from 
across the seas was “love.” 

The sixties became the decade of the 
Beatles, the “flower people” and, of 
course, the Viet Nam War. 

Some hailed it as a decade of decadence; 
while others called it a renaissance or 
reevaluation of social values. A Kremlin 
journalist denounced the Beatles as 
“messagers of decadence.” He said that 
the American young people are being 
“stupefied” by their music. 

Obviously the journalist only heard of 
the music by John Lennon, Paul Mc- 
Cartney. George Harrison and Ringo 
Starr. He didn’t listen to it. 

Like fire in a California forest, the 
Beatles rapidly spread their songs to 
every comer of the earth. Even Russia and 
the Soviet Bloc were not immuned. 
“Beatlemania” became a billion-dollar 
industry, and its unique sounds attracted 
young and old, social and anti social, 
capitalistic and socialistic crowds. 

The Beatles changed our lifestyles. The 
crewcut disappeared. Long hair was “in.” 
Clothes, once impeccable for the “in 
people,” carried “that sloppy look.” 

At their height of success, the four young 
men from Liverpool stunned the world 
again when they decided to go their 
separate w ays. Each day their fans waited 
for them “to come back” for a “Beatle 
Reunion.” 

It will never happen now. 

John Lennon was slain, the victim of 
assasin s bullets. 

Lennon is dead. Don’t look for any 
furtive cause to his death, although his 
songs always had some sort of pertinent 
message, and the ideas spread by his 
lyrics will live on. 

Stories will be told and retold about the 
four men from Liverpool whose musical 
force thundered across all continents. 

Death is insignificant when one is im- 
mortal. 

And John Lennon proved by and with his 
songs and music that he ranks among the 
immortals. 


Register of Deeds can be combined with the 
County Clerk, however. (Most of these officials,

I am prompted to 
wTite in an effort to assist the 
public with some “lifetime, 
lifesaving habits” which may

It is easy to point the finger 
once a disaster has occurred and 


to question state and local codes 
or the efficiency of the respon- 
ding emergency personnel. 

Once a fire begins, it may 
become magnified in scope due to 
confusion by those persons in the 
structure simply because they do 
not know or have not thought 
about what to do or what number 
to call 

Fire safety begins w ith you and 
your immediate environment. 
Fire safety must be a vital part of 


your everyday routine Safety 
checks should be made by the 
occupants in all structures 
whether they are single or 
multiple dwellings; mobile 
homes or places of business. 

Before leaving your structure 
for short lengths of time, unplug 
electrical appliances such as 
coffee pots, hair curlers, blow 
dryers, etc Natural fireplace 
screens or doors should be closed 


tightly. (You may not “be right 
back” as you intended). 

Before leaving your structure 
for long periods of time, unplug 
the television, washer, dryer, etc. 
and arrange for someone to 
check on the premises 
periodically. 

During the holiday season keep 
fresh fir trees well water. 
Dispose of them outdoors when 
they become dried out. Never 


leave tree lights on when the 
premises is unoccupied. 

Members of a household or 
business should be familiar with 
all “exits” from the structure. 

Practice drills” are an excellent 
way to be familiar with exits. 

Emergency numbers” should 
be posted on or near the 
telephone. 

Above all — do not attempt to 
extinguish your own fire and then 
call the fire department after you 


may have failed. Precious 
minutes saved mean added 
protection In the event of fire- 
evacuate the structure and call 
the fire department. 

Remember-practice “good 
safety habits,” be familiar with 
“exits” and have “emergency 
numbers” visable.

The truth about obesity

A lot of people accept broad 
generalizations as truth . . like 
believing that all fat children 
become fat adults. That’s not true. 
While most fat children become fat 
adults, some of them don’t. Through 
frequent and vigorous exercise, 
improved eating habits of the whole 
family, and problems of family 
counseling, they often grow into 
adults whose weight is in proportion 
to their height 

Another generalization is made by 
some obese adults. They claim to eat 
no more than people without a 
weight problem, and say they put on 
pounds “just looking at food”. 
TYiat’s not true either. They put on 
pounds, because they're eating more 
calories than their bodies need, and 


not exercising enough to burn off the 
excess, which then turns to fat. 

Broad generalizations are like a 
security blanket. They’re com- 
forting, yet they don’t change things. 
Change comes from knowing the 
facts, and following up on them with 
action. 

For example, it’s a fact that obese 
children should not be put on crash 
diets, because such diets interfere 
with normal growth and develop- 
ment. Most children who are 
overweight should maintain their 
weight by means of a phvsican and- 
or dietician-directed plan of action 
until their height catches up with 
their weight They should not try to 
lose pounds at the same rate that an 
obese adult w ould like to lose w r eight. 

It’s also a fact that overweight 
adults can lose weight safely and 
permanently, if they make a com- 


mitment to a changed lifestyle. 
Crash diets are out, because they 
cause rapid weight loss, which is not 
good, and the weight will return 
when the diet is halted. The best 
suggestion for healthful weight 
reduction among adults is to eat less 
and exercise more, regularly, every 
day of your life You are strongly 
advised — even when trying to 
reduce weight — never to consume 
less than 1200 calories, and those 
calories should come from a variety 
of nutritious foods. The combination 
of reduced calories and increased 
exercise as part of your permanent 
lifestyle will cause you to lose weight 
slowly, without harm to your health. 

Once you get to your desired 
weight, you can make your own 
broad generalization You can say 
people look younger, when slimmer 
Is that a fact? It usually is

A normal Michigan winter is all that’s needed to help erase the 
average 34 percent drop in business at the state’s private 
campgrounds open over the snow-starved “winter of 79,” ac- 
cording to Automobile Club of Michigan. 

“Not only was the state’s ski industry hurt by last w inter’s lack 
of significant snowfall but owners of private parks open in winter 
also experienced difficulties,” stated Auto Club Touring Manager 
Joseph Ratke. 

More than 80 percent of the 93 winterized private parks 
responding to the survey reported that profits sank by as much as 
82 percent last winter. Only seven made more money than the 
winter before and eight reported no change. 

“Instead of business increases most expected, the lack of snow 
turned away snowmobilers and cross-country and downhill 
skiers, who make up some 70 percent of winter campground 
customers,” Ratke said. 

Ken Distel, owner of Sno-Trac Village near Grayling, said that 
the snowless countryside turned w hat was to have been a sold out 
Christmas-New Year’s period into a disaster as only five campers 
stayed only a few days. 

•This winter, weather permitting, new facilities which went 
unused last year will be ready to welcome back wintertime 
campers,” Ratke said. 

Of the 93 winter campgrounds listed on Auto Club’s 1980-81 
guide, 44 will have cross-country trails either adjacent to or on 
campground property. 

Sixty-three also list snowmobile trails either on or near their 
property. There is cross-country ski equipment for rent at eight 
parks and rental snowmobiles at six. 


“In addition, several campgrounds again have planned some 
special outings geared to having fun in the outdoors this winter ” 
Ratke noted. 

Chain O’Lakes KOA near Bellaire will host a series of bi- 
monthly cross country ski clinics, while Greenwood near Alger 
and Ranch Rudolf near Traverse City both plan cross-country ski 
races on Jan. 17 and Feb. 14, respectively. Ranch Rudolf and 
Woods and Waters near White Cloud plan dog sled races Jan. 10-11 
and 24-25, respectively, and Roscommon-Higgins Lake Safari 
near Roscommon has scheduled guided nighttime cross country 
ski tours over the Christmas holidays. 

Roscommon-Higgins Lake, plus Gaylord KOA and The Oaks 
near Munith will have New Year’s Eve parties, while St. Clair 
Wilderness near St. Clair is hosting its own Christmas Carnival 
Dec. 26-Jan. 2. 

Campers will find the average cost of a night’s stay at a private 
campground up $1 from last winter to $6.40 at the 89 parks with 
electricity. Rates range from $2.75 to $15. 

Seventy-two parks will feature heated shower buildings and 35 
have convenience stores open year-around. There are 27 parks 
with at-site sewage facilities and 55 have disposal stations 

To help eliminate the expense and worry of hauling trailers on 
often-slick roads, 78 parks offer winter storage and 15 have 
trailers for rent. 

In addition to private campgrounds, 66 state parks are open for 
winter campers. Electricity is available at most but shower 
buildings are closed at all. Water is available only from central 
hand pumps at most. Campers must call ahead at many parks to 
guarantee site access.

Linda Petlichkoff was playing in a 
recreation league volleyball match 
last March when the official made a 
suggestion.

Within a month she accepted the 
head coaching position at her alma 
mater, Henry Ford Community 
College. Then an old nemesis, Greg 
Boliard, was added as an assistant 
and an unlikely success story began 
to unfold. 

“We inherited a team with only 
one kid back from the previous 
year,’’ Petlichkoff explained. “It 
was too late for any real recruiting 
when we took over so most of the 
players we got by word of mouth. It 
turned out to be a makeshift team 
with nine freshman and no super- 
stars.'* 

That makeshift team didn't fare 
too badly, however, placing second 
in the Eastern Conference of the 
Michigan Community College 
Athletic Association and topping the 
season off with a fourth-place finish 
in Regional competition (out of 12 
schools). And this strong showing 
(14-10 overall record) has naturally 
sparked some genuine enthusiasm 
for future years. 

After all, if the volleyball program 
can improve under haphazard 
conditions, what will a solid 
recruiting effort bring? The thought 
has obviously crossed the coaches’ 
minds.* 

“There were times last season 
when 1 wanted to substitute but 
couldn’t,” bemoaned Petlichkoff. 
“We just didn’t have any depth on 
the bench. Our starters would get

coaches earned respect for each 
other s abilities when they headed 
opposing junior varsity squads — 
Boliard at Wayne Memorial High 
and Petlichkoff at Westland John 
Glenn. 

Each credits the varsity volleyball 
instructors at these schools — 
Sharon Terflinger at Glenn and 
Doris Basuilo at Wayne — with 
teaching them about the sport’s 
finer points. 

“The volleyball players in high 
school around here are among the 
best in the state,” declared Boliard, 
relaxing after teaching class at 
Franklin Junior High in Wayne. He 
and his wife Jean, who also coaches 
and teaches, reside in Canton. 

“We’re going to try to recruit 
some of these local girls for Henry 
Ford,’’ added the assistant coach, 
who still handles the junior varsity 
program for the Wayne Zebras. 

A math teacher at Stevenson 
Junior High in Westland, Petlichkoff 
has been able to impart her com- 
petitive spirit to athletes at both the 
high school and college levels.

Concert photography can be a tricky business 


Having learned the hard way about 
concert photography over the past few 
years, I’d like to pass on a few hints you 
should consider before shooting your next 
show. 

♦A 35 millimeter camera with in- 
terchangeable lenses is a must. The 
camera body itself will run you from 
about $200 to $500. My most frequently 
used lenses are my 28 mm wide angle (for 
shots of the entire band from close 
distances) and my 200 mm telephoto (for 
close-up shots from farther away). It’s 
the latter that gets the brunt of the work. 

•Unless you have front row seats or 
oft-dreamed of backstage passes, leave 
your flash unit at home. It is only useful 
at distances of up to 15 feet. Flashes can 
also be annoying to performers, and they 
have the adverse side effect of making 
you totally visible to the “guards,” 
"ushers,” or whatever you care to call 
them. In short, using a flash may result 
in getting you thrown out of a lot of 
shows, so I prefer to shoot in available 
light. 

•Film. For black & white 
photography, I use Kodak Tri-X, as it’s 
ASA rating of 400 makes it the fastest 
film around. You can push Tri-X to 800 
or 1200 ASA (I prefer 800) for best 
results in low-light situations. When you 
take your film in for processing, be SURE 
to tel them to push-process it to the ASA 
rating you used. 

For color you have a choice of prints or 
slides, as Kodak makes both films with 
an ASA rating of 400. These can also be 
pushed, and Kodak offers push- 
processing for an extra dollar or two, but 
it’s worth it. 

•Never shoot without a tripod at less 
than l/60th of a second, and preferably 
at 1/125. With film rated at 800, this 
should be no problem as long as the 
spotlights are bright, and your F-stop is 
between 2.8 and 5.6, although except in 


Plan on taking a few pictures at your 
next concert? Well, unless all you want is 
a blurred white speck on your print to 
lovingly call a “souvenir,” leave the 
instamatics at home. 

Serious concert photography is fairly 


expensive and pretty difficult to boot, and 
not just for amateurs but professionals as 
well. But fear not; with the right com- 
binations of equipment, skill, and luck, 
your hobby can eventually turn into a 
profitable little business. 


extremely bright situations you should 
keep it on the former. 

•There are numerous problems in- 
volved in shooting a live show. Your 
mobility will be extremely limited. You 
will be pushed, shoved, and generally 
worked over by the crowd jockeying for 
position near the stage. 

•Never flaunt your equipment, and 
carry only what you anticipate needing 
that night. Theft is omni-present, and a 
person carrying a case with a thousand 
dollars of equipment in it marked 
“CAMERA” makes a tempting target. 

•If I haven’t scared you off yet, then I 
think you’ll do just fine. Just remember 
that as cliche’ as it sounds, experience is 
the best teacher.

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'Pidiut Am* Icefishing tips can help 

,,v ' ,,ms " VITSK ' make your trips productive 


Winter is definitely in the air. The 
ground has already been dusted with 
snow, we’ve shivered through frigid 
nights, and if you walk through the 
sporting goods section of any department 
store, you’ll find the shelves piled high 
with icefishing tackle. 

A casual observer would have a dif- 
ficult time understanding why anyone in 
his right mind would subject his body to 
such an insane pastime as fishing on a 
body of water that has frozen solid. Not 
only does an icefisherman have to con- 
tend with the elements, but his mobility is 
severely impaired both by heavy clothing 
and by the fact that every time he wants 
to move to a different spot, he has to cut, 
chop, drill or spud another hole through 
ice that sometimes can be four or five 
feet thick. 

He sits on a stool or an overturned 
bucket for hours on end in sleet, blustery 
winds and snowstorms, falls on his can 
every third or fourth step and— if he’s 
really lucky— he’ll have a few dinky 
perch to show for his efforts. 

An icefisherman would be hard pressed 
to come up with an explanation on why he 
finds it so enjoyable. 

Perhaps these tips, prepared by the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, will help make your 
icefishing trips even more enjoyable: 

TECHNIQUES— There are three basic 
ways to go about icefishing: with 
handlines, tips-ups, or spears. The first 
two are the most popular, probably 
because they are the simplest and can be 
used for taking just about every kind of 


legal fish that swims in Michigan waters. 

Spear fishing is a more specialized 
sport which puts a premium on patience 
and accuracy. 

Generally, all three methods are best 
from around dawn until mid-morning and 
again from late afternoon to sundown. 
However, spearing action usually holds 
up throughout the day. 

Keep in mind that fish become rather 
sluggish during the winter and move 
around less than during summer. So it 
stands to reason that the more holes you 
cut and try, the better your chances are 
for locating fish. 

HOOK AND LINE— In getting geared 
up, you’ll want a short fishing rod two to 
three feet in length. A limber rod is 
usually preferred for catching panfish 
and trout, and a stiff rod, which aids in 
setting the hook, for pike, walleyes and 
muskies. If you’re after big fish, a free- 
running reel, instead of the usual line- 
winding cleat, is a must. It will allow you 
to “play” your fish. And when used 
without a bobber, this reel will let you 
change your fishing depth easily. 

Fishing line should be transparent 
monofilament. Not over four-pound test 
is recommended for panfish and brown 
and rainbow trout. Anglers who fish for 
pike and muskies use line as heavy as 
eight- to 12-pound test. Neglecting to use 
light line is probably the most frequent 
mistake of unsuccessful fishermen. 
Occasionally, fish will break light line, 
but with some finesse, you can land most 
fish and are certain to have more bites. 

When it comes to the bobber, the 


smaller the better, as long as it’s big 
enough to stay afloat. The boat buoyance 
and lure weight should be balanced so the 
slightest nibble will sink the bobber and 
offer minimum resistance to the fish. If 
the float is too big, fish often spit out the 
bait. 

TIP-UPS — Tip-ups equipped with reels 
and flags are used mostly for larger fish. 
They are cheap to buy and easy to make. 

There is no big trick to operating tip- 
ups; they are merely baited and set out. 
When a fish bites, the flag flies up and the 
fun begins. The rest is up to the fishermen 
and he goes to it by giving his line a solid 
jerk, setting the hook. Next, he pulls the 
line in rapidly, hand over hand. When the 
fish is near the hole, it’s time to play it 
careful. 

In their haste, anglers more frequently 
lose their catches at this point by trying 
to get the fish on the ice before it is ready. 
Be prepared to let the line slip through 
your fingers— but always with some 
tension. 

Tip-ups are especially nice to have in 
colder weather when it’s hard to stand 
guard over fishing holes for a long period 
of time. Once the tip-ups are set out, the 
fisherman can retire to a warm shanty 
and wait for the action to pop. Or, tip-ups 
give an angler the chance to try their luck 
at handline fishing at the same time. But 
remember— Michigan fishing laws 
permit an angler to use only two poles at 
the same time. This means you can 
operate two handlines, a handline and a 
tip-up, or two tip-ups. 

SPEARING— An absolute “must” is to 


have a dark shanty which eliminates the 
chance of fish seeing you and being 
spooked. If you have a stove in your 
shanty, make sure the glow from it is 
blocked. The shanty itself should be 
sturdily built so the sound from your 
movements inside will not travel through 
the ice. The fisherman should wear dark 
clothing and gloves. 

For the sake of accuracy, use a spear 
that is weighted. Those that aren’t have 
to be thrown too hard and this tends to 
make them angle off course. 

Overall weight of the spear depends 
upon the fisherman’s tastes and the kind 
of fish he’s going after. 

The spear used on sturgeon may weigh 
as much as 18 pounds. Your spear should 
have seven to nine strong tines and about 
a seven-foot handle with a rope attached 
so you won’t lose it. 

In attaching the rope, run it through a 
cotterpin on the spear’s handle down to 
the tines where it is tied fast or secured 
with a metal ring. When you hit the mark 
and start to haul the fish up, a slight jerk 
pulls the cotterpin out and let you lift the 
spear with the tines up. If the fish isn’t 
speared very well, this helps to keep it on 
the tines instead of giving it a chance to 
work free. 

The element of surprise can’t be 
overstressed as a key to successful spear 
fishing. In getting poised for action, lower 
your spear into the water before you 
release it. Otherwise, it will make a loud 
splash when it hits the water and alert the 
fish in time to let it dart away to safety.

'The Raging Bull' rages 


'Jazz Singer' 


From AFD. Produced 
by Jerry Lelder . 
Directed by Richard

Remakes of old 
Hollywood classics are 
an iffy proposition in 
today s finicky movie 
market. 

But, when a major 
production company 
invests $15 million in the 
project (an updated 
version of the 1927 A1 
Jolson talkie, ’ (“The 
Jazz Singer*’) and inks 
two showbiz superstars 
like Neil Diamond and 
Laurence Olivier, one 
has to stand up and take 
notice. 

The results of this 
professional marriage 
are astonishing. This 
contemporary version 
of “The Jazz Singer” 
which zeros in on Yussel 
Rabinovitch’s (Dia 
mond) dilemma in 
choosing a career as a 
cantor — a family 
tradition — or 
alienating his father 
(Olivier) by becoming a 
rock *n roll singer, is 
quite different from the 
original concept, but 
loses none of the 
emotional impact. 

As the story continues 
to unfold, with Yussel 
successfully achieving 
fame in Los Angeles 
under the tutelage of his 
Gentile manager Molly 
Bell (Lucie Arnaz), one 


tends to reach for 
the tissue box, since 
Rabinovitch’s good 
fortune wrecks his 
traditional family ties. 

Diamond, who has 
never acted on the big- 
screen before, is a 
revelation He follows 
through with his Yussel 
Rabinovitch charac- 
terization with such 
aplomb that it appears 
as if this is the role that 
Neil has been waiting 
for all his life. 

Olivier, taking an 
obvious career gamble 
in portraying a Jew 
from the Lower East 
Side of Manhattan, 
totally devastates you 
with his precision-like 
tonal adaptation of 
Yiddish inflections. 

The technical aspects 
of the film are nearly 
flawless. with 
Diamond s original foot- 
stomping, hand- 
clapping soundtrack 
worthy of several 
Grammy nominations. 
It could be the best LP 
of his star-studded 
career. 

As a rule. I don’t 
usually go overboard in 
praising movies, but in 
“The Jazz Singer’s” 
case. I’m happy to make 
the exception. Diamond 
and Olivier are both 
worthy of Oscar 
nominations, and it 
wouldn’t surprise me in 
the least if “The Jazz 
Singer” emerges as a 
hot contender for Best 
Picture of the Year. 

It’s that good!

“The Raging Bull’’ is 
based on the life of Jake 
La Motta. former 
middleweight champion 
of the world, his per- 
sonal struggles, his two 
marriages, his long 
climb to the top, and his 
quick fall from fame, all 
the way down to a seedy 
prison in Florida. 

Inside and outside the 
ring, and with just about 
anyone. La Motta 
always seemed to be 
looking for a fight, so 
the filmmakers have 
ably shown that he is 
well-called the Raging 
Bull But what they 
have not show n us is just 
why the bull wants to 
rage 

Because we are not 
supplied with such 
motivational scenes, 
there is the risk that this 
film will quickly slip 
into the abyss of being 
called just another 
boxing movie. 

But director Martin 
Scoreese and screen- 
writers Paul Schraeder 
and Mardik Martin are 
not Hollywood hacks, 
and despite some of the 
film’s problems, they 
have managed to create 
a very different, often 
perplexing view of a 
compulsive, obsessive 
champion. 

If you want to know' 
the story of Jake La 
Motta. read his 
autobiography If you 
want to see a film that 
examines what it takes 
for anyone to become a 
champion in their field, 
then see “Raging Bull.” 

As Jake La Motta, 
Robert DeNiro presents 


us with a man who was 
always punching, even 
with those close to him 
He was insanely 
jealous, and when this 
finally drove away his 
friends and family, he 
took his self-destructive 
urges out on himself, 
crashing his head on the 
prison wall like a bull in 
an arena, senselessly 
trying to butt the red 
cape in front of him. The 
boxing ring seemed just 
another extension of his 
real life. 

When his w'ife 
casually mentions that 
his next opponent “ain’t 
bad looking,” he 
viciously pummels the 
man’s face until it’s a 
broken and bloody 
mess. 

Fight scenes, like the 


one mentioned above, 
are where director 
Scoreese lets loose with 
his own barrage of 
heavyweight cinema 
punches. These are 
among the most savage 
boxing scenes ever 
filmed, and one is 
grateful for the black 
and white film stock. 

Scoreese employs 
slow-motion and stop- 
action to emphasize the 
batterings, but his most 
effective ploy is his 
extraordinary use of 
sound Punches land 
like heavy axes into oak 
trees, bodies fall with a 
sickening lifeless thud, 
and in these moments of 
heightened senses, even 
the flash bulbs at 
ringside sound like 
repeated cracks of a 


whip or the snap of 
bones being broken. 

Just about everything 
about this film is harsh. 
The language is con- 
sistently abrasive, the 
cinematography is 
gritty, and DeNiro slaps 
his wife around with 
nearly the same en- 
thusiasm he delivers his 
opponents. 

The film ends 
however with La Motta 
rehearsi ng his 
monologue for a 
nightclub act which 
includes lines that read, 
“1 know- 1 can fight, but 
I'd rather recite That’s 
Entertainment.’” And 
the last image on the 
screen is a quote from 
the Bible. 

Name another boxing 
film that ends like that.

Having been involved in an 
automobile accident in 1967 
resulting in serious injuries which 
kept her hospitalized for some 22 
months. Judy fought back by 
renewing her interest in art. And 
with extensive therapy and absolute 
perseverance she learned to use a 
pencil which is attached in a splint- 
like device and then taped to her 
forearm (her hands are immobile.) 
In this manner she is able to sketch 
lovely landscapes and still lifes with 
limited detail Currently her work is 
featured on Christmas cards and 
includes a red and white of Santa 
descending a chimney, a black and 
white winter scene, a Nativity 
drawing and a snowman bit 

Her cards as welt as her litho

Hiis is only part of her letter which also includes a bit for our ‘‘trivia 
collection” The saying “turning the tables on someone”, she writes, 
comes from Shakespeare’s day Tables were made so the top could be 
lifted off. One side was old and rough for everyday use. The opposite 
side was smooth and shiny - for company.” 

And, in case you need to brush up your Shakespeare - the card Carol 
sent picturing Anne’s cottage also bears a map showing the location of 
the historic building and furnishes the following information: Lying a 
mile from the centre (sic) of Stratford-upon-Avon, this picturesque 
thatched farmhouse was the home of Shakespeare’s wife, Anne 
Hathaw ay, and continued in the possession of the Hathaway family until 
1882 when it was purchased by the Shakespeare Birthplace Trust. Of

Achance meeting brings Nina and Robert face to face in Amsterdam; 
their last encounter having been in Geneva six years earlier - a time 
when Nina, 15. thought herself in love with this American army major 
attached to NATO. The years, she notes, have made him even more 
attractive and he, too, notices what can happen to a young girl in that 
time. 

In charge of NATO’s anti-terrorist section, Bob is attempting to set up 
an international intelligence agency operating under cover and con- 
centrating on the hjoody, crazed epidemic of terrorism running ram- 
pant. 

Nina’s cross-continent tour is not the lark she imagines since the two . 
young leaders of the group are, in fact, expertly trained, experienced 
terrorists, part of a well-financed, brilliantly organized and concealed 
structure. 

There is a final objective, sinister and devastating and Nina has been 
chosen for the part she, in all innocence, w ill play.

But despite the 
fact the whole situation is so explosive, there really is not a great deal 
happening, things proceed a bit too smoothly and the romance angle 
doesn't quite ring true -- a wee bit of a letdown for us Mac Innes fans.
